H E Minds of men are then generally- moſt 

| ſerious and compoled, when they have be- 
fore them a freſh inſtance of mortality : a 
Diſcourſe therefore of a Subject in which all men are 
ſo nearly concerned, as that of a Future Judgment 
which-is to follow after Death, cannot be improperor 
unſeaſonable ac ſuch a Solemnity asthis; tis this which 


maketh Death ſo terrible, and that the King of terrors, 


ſo truly applicable to it ; Death indeed tho there were 
nothing afrer it was to be dreaded upon the account 
of thole Pains and Agonies that atrend it, which 
queſtionleſs are very grievous to be undergone , 
which we cannot but {ſhrink and tremble at che

thoughts of ; but that which maketh it much more 
to be dreaded, is reconſideration of that ſtrict and im- 
partial Judgment which we are juſt then going to 
make , then muſt we immediately appear before 
Chriſt's Tribunal ; what can more ſtartle, amaze, or 
aftright us than this 2 Neceſſary it is that we ſhould 
be reminded of that which is che moſt ſerious and 
weighty matter and of greateſt concernment to us, 
and which, if ſo thought on as it ought, may curb and 
reſtrain us from Sin and excite us to the ſtricteſt Holi- 
nels of life ; there cannot ſure be a more effe&tual or 
prevailing Motive to a holy life, than a frequent and 
ſerious conſideration of a Judgment to come ; who 
- would venture to commit any unlawful or ſinful 
action, tho in the moſt ſecret Receſles or private Re- 
cirements, if he retnembers that no Locks or Bolts-are 
able'ta ſhelter him from the all-{ceing eye of Heaven, 
who beholds ns as plainly through the narrowelt 


chinks as upon the houle top? For unto him all 


chings are naked and open, and what he obſerverh us 
now to do with {o much ſecrecy, he will af{uredly 


bring us iato Judgment for : what a reverential awe 


and dread would fuch Meditations as: theſe beger in 
- 8? how would they check: our moſt vicious Incli- 
nations,- and enable us to withſtand and reſilt all the 
Temptations and Allurements, which our molt ſpite- 
full Adverfaries could invent to intice and draw us to 
Sin > That which-made ' the Primitive n_— 
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lead ſuch holy, ſtrict, and pure Lives, for which they 
are worthily renowned to this day; was a'general and 
ſtrong Opinion they held that the day.of Judgment. 
was nigh at hand; and with this caution and reſtraint it. 
is that Solomon gave ſuch a large Grant, which he 
thought was ſufficient to keep men within due bounds 
of Mderation, Eccleſ. 1 1.9. rejoice, O young man, in thy - 
youth, and let thy heart chear thee in the days of thy youth, 
and walk in the ways of thine beart, and the fight of 
thine eyes ; but know thou that for all theſe things God will 
bring thee into Jdgment ; As ithe had ſaid, beſurethou 
always. keep the Fear of Godin thine heart, and re- 
member his everlaſting Judgment, not to indulge 
thyſelf in evi], or to uſe any excels in that which is 
of it {elf good and lawful ; for God will bring every 
work into Judgment with every ſecret thing,whether 
it be good or bad. Since then the beleit of an After- 
Reckoning is ſo powerful a Perſwaſtve to a holy life, 
we may juſtly wonder, that men who- profeſs to:be- 
lieve it ſhould live ſo wickedly as generally they:do; 
and take fo little care for that account which they:cer- 
rainly muſt,and we know not how ſoon may,make, 

For 'tis appointed, CC. ; 
This is the irreviſible and - ynalterable - Deerece. of 
Heaven, [that all men ſooner or later ſhall dye-;:<o 
ſome may live long, yet they mult: ſee the Grave; 
they muſt go down to the Chambers of Dearh, the 
placeappointed for all living. We need not a Monitor 
as- Hiſtarians tell us the Macedonian Monarch had, 
B 2 [0 
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co remind-// us. of -our Mortality ; the Death of our 
Friends and Relations ſufficiently informs us, who 
are of the ſame make with them, how frail and un- 
certain our own Condition 1s ; but it this were all, 
if we were only to die; were our Bodies to lie 
rotting in our Graves for ever, and our Souls to va- 
niſh into the ſoft Air ; were theſe two never to be 
united together again, then ſurely the Thoughts of 
Death would nor be ſo dreadful and aftoniſhing 
as they are. To him indeed that liveth ar reſt in 
his Poſſeſſions, unto the Man that hath nothing to 
vex or trouble him, who enjoys the World at will, 
and hath all things that his heart can either wiſh or 
defire, the remembrance of Death may be bitter to 
him, - becauſe it depriveth him of all thoſe Enjoy- 
ments which he has here poſſeſſion of; bur to him that 
is poor and in want, to him that is in miſery and 
diſtreſs, to him that is perplexed with fore and bir- 
rer pains, or tormented with lingring diſeaſes, what 
could/be more acceptable than Death 2 What more 
orateful to a weary Traveller, than Reſt 2 What 
would one weary of this life, becauſe of the pains 
and aches he endureth in it, more earneſtly wiſh 
for, or greedily long: after, than to find the Grave, 
where he might repoſe himſelf, and be free from 
thoſe Calamities: and AfMictions which he ſuffered 
in this Life. Bur, alas, this is nor all, Death is but 
a paſlage into another Life ; that divorce and (c- 
beſt -CSTarn STAY Ae paration 
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paration which it maketh between. the Body and 
the Soul, muſt not. be for ever ; our Souls are Im- 
mortal, and muſt endure for ever, and our Bodies 


| alſo; tho they be turned into Duſt, from whence 


they were at firſt taken, yer ſhall by the ſame. Al- 
mighty Power, which at firſt made them, be raiſed 
and joined to the ſame Soul, and be made' Partakers 
with it, according to our demeanour- here,- cither 
of Bliſs or Miſery : And this is it which maketh the 
Thoughts of Death ſo dreadful and amazing ; this is 
it which maketh Men, tho weary of life, yet afraid 
to Oie, viz, an Apprehenſion of a future Judgment : 
the Thoughts of that ſtrift Account which we muſt: 
then make, before a moſt juſt and upright Judge, 
maketh us like Felix, conſcious to our felves how: 
we have lived here, to quake and tremble ; this 
ſure is enough to quaſh and damp the. courage of:

I ſhall endeayour to evince from theſe Three Heads. 

1. From the univerſal Conſent of all Mankind, 

2, From our own Conlſciences. 

3- From the Juſtice of God. 

Firſt, From the univerſal Conſent of all Mankind. 

The. very Heathens themſelves, tho guided by no- 
other than the obſcure and glimering light of Na- 
cure, did own and profeſs this Truth,that there ſhould 
be another Life after this; in which Men, according 
as; they have; demeaned themſelves here, ſhould 
be rewarded or puniſhed. From this Belief aroſe 
thoſe Fictions of the Ely/ian Fields, where they ſup- 
Poled all good and virtuous Men to enjoy all man- 
ner-of Happineſs ; whereas wicked Men, they be- 
lieved, were thruſt into infernal Regions, into Priſons 
and dark Caverns,where they underwentPuniſhments 
an{werable to their Crimes, and while they continued 
ina ftediaſt and. firm Belief of a Future Judgment, 
theyi-lived well and vertuouſly ; bur when thro the 
Cowruyption:.of \rhe. times, this 'T'ruch began to be = 
doubted' of, then did all manner of Sin and Iniquity 
abound amongſt them : ſo. powerful a Motive is 
the Beliet-of: a Judgment to/ come,. to reſtrain Men 
from Sin, and to engage them to Virtue and Ho- 
lines; fo: | generally. was. {this Opinion received in 
the World; chat. when S. Paul Preached of it at Athens, 
there were none that denied it, As 17. 31. God hath 
Das appointed 
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appointed a day in which ' be: will judge the "world | in 
righteouſneſs, by that man whom he hath'ordained ;"''where- 
of he hath given aſſurance unto all men,in that he hath rai- 
ſed him from the dead. When he ſpake of a Reſur- 
rection,this was ſuch a new and unheard of Do&trine, 
that ſome of them, the Epicureans eſpecially ho had 
addited themſelves to ſenſual Delights and corpo- 
real Pleaſures, whoſe Intereſt it was that there ſhould 
be none, mock'd and derided him ; but that'of'i' a 
Judgment to come, all readily owned and acknow- 
ledged. Thus have Men in all Ages, of all Sets, 
how difterent foever their Opinions were in other 
matters, conſented and agreed in this, tho what it 
was that did induce them to be ſo unanimous in 
this particular, is not fo eafte to determine : there 
are Two Reaſons commonly given of it, either ſome. 
certain Principles of Reaſon, which are common: 
to all Men, or elſe Divine Revelation ;- which ſo- 
ever of theſe two it was is not material to our pre- 
ſent Purpoſe 3 for the Inference will be good, "that 
Men muſt be judged after Death, becauſe all Men 
do believe and expect it. 

2. From our owa Conſciences. If we will but- 
deſcend into-our {elves, and conſider our own Frame 
and Conſticution, we cannot be ignorant hereof}, 
our Conſciences plainly bear witneſs hereto ;” while 
we continue in the Practice of things honeſt and 
. comely, while we lead our lites. according to'God's 

| ; Com- 
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Cornmands, they do; not only approve, but alſo 


highly commend this , our good Converſation, 
and beget within us a complacency and delight, an 


inward joy and contentment of Mind; bur when 


we do, things contrary to God's Laws, when we 
commit any groſs or foul Sin, does not only diſ- 
low, but allo accuſes and condemns us for them, 
troubleth and affrighteth us with thoughts of ſome 
Judgment which will fall upon us, if not in this, yet 


in another life. From whence elſe proceeds that ex- 


ultancy and chearfulneſs of Spirit, that inward com- 


placency of Mind, we find upon any good and ver- 
tuous Actions; which perhaps isnot like to be known 


or believed in the World, and by which we can 
foreſee no temporal Advantage, nay for which tis 
likely we may loſe all things in this World, Friends, 
Eſtate and Life itfelf > And whence, on the other 
fide, ſhould our Hearts ſmite and, accuſe us, con- 
demn;and diſquiet us, upon any baſe or vicious 
Action, tho contrived and executed with never ſo 
much Darknels and Secrecy which none can betray, 


becauſe none know it but our ſelves, or if they 


{hould, perbaps ſuch are the circumſtances of our 
outward Condition, that we are out of the reach, 
or above the cognizance of Humane Laws, for which 
perhaps we may be aſſured of applauſe and encou- 
ragement.in the World ?
